EXPLOSION 


Big Building Shattered, 


four Persons Dead, 


Score Injured. 


With the shock of the explosion 


•which 
crippled and killed over a 


Bcore of hutntm beings in that part 
of the Rawsori Building fronting on 
SeCond street and Center Place, Los 
Angeles, about 1 1 :30 o'clock \Ved- 
Tiesday morning, the artificial ties of 
human nature crumpled as did the 
swaying splintered walls. 


iteii and women both were dominat- 


ed for a time by the primeval pas- 
sions of frenzied fear, of heroic for- 
getfulness of self; the cries of the 
•injured and of their rescuers mingled 
in one inarticulate tone of expression. 


As from the pit of a volcano sprang 


death. 
A touch of flame, a fanfare 


of rending timbers, the crash of glass, 
a 
rumble 
as of earthquake — then 


silence. 


Speechless, terrified men and wo- 


men appeared through the dust cloud 
like grotesque phantoms fleeing from 
judgment. 
Then voice and breath 


came to all — except the dead. 


Accentuated by horror of the un- 


known cause came from that shattered 
•building the pitiful cries of the in- 
jured. 
From near by came the rush 


of many feet. • Outside the .settling 
cloud of dust brave men hesitated 
before that, veil of possible death. 
Others plunged into it with a nobler 
heroism than the diver in the mael- 
strom. 


.first at retjcue were citizens in 


plain clothes. 
Many of thorn hardly 


waited to wipe the blood from hic- 
ernted faces, and soon all the injured 
who could be bpeedily reached were 
froe from present danger. 


Credit belongs, too, to the firemen, 


whose duty took them to the scene, 
to the police, who established order 
and systematized the work of rescue. 


One blessing, only realized later, 


is the fact that the explosion came at 


. a time wheii the streets and restau- 


i'liula were comparatively deserted. 
It was just before the crowded office 
buildings dlooi'ged their bwarm of 
humanity for the noon hour, 


GAS UNDER THE FLOOR . 


The explosion took place under. 


the floor of the .restaurant of ,B. 
Cressaty, No. 114 West Second street, 
ilmown for 
years 
as 
Woodward's 


restaurant. 
The cause of the ex- 


plosion is supposed to bo the ignition 
of gas which had accumulated in the 
confined space under the floor. 


Just how this ignition took place 


is not as yet absolutely verified, but 
it is said to have been accomplished 
by the striking of a match by one 


"' of the workmen sent to inspect a leak. 


However that may be the explosion 


was of terrific force. 
The floor of 


' t h e restaurant heaved upward with 


such force as to break the legs of 
nearly all the injured, 
It seemed to 


break off their feet and drive them 
tip until the shin bones stuck out !>i;- 
•low the heel. 
The shoes of the vic- 


tims'were in nearly all cases torn 
from their feet. 


In all dm-utloiiH was projected a 


r,,.rain of debris and queer freaks oc- 


curred.

Prof. C. T. Wright of Redlands, on 
the San Francisco earthquake, last 
night, in the Womaus Club- House, 
was a most interesting one and do- 
served a larger attendance.

the Ladies Aid Society of tho Chris- 
tian Church. 
Mr. Wright is eniin- 


ncntly qualified to speak on the sub-

formations in and near 


San Francisco soon after tho great 
diaster, besides visiting other parts 
of the state in which the destruction 
was greater. 
Mr. Wright i.s a well 


knowli lecturer and science teacher 
and 
made luminous the scientific 


causes of tho great earthquake by 
storeopticon views, a greater poilion 
of which ho took 
with 
his 
own 


camera. 
Being recognized as one of 


the 
foremost scientific, students of 


the state, ho was appointed at the 
time by the University of California 
as one of a commitlc.c to investigate 
and study the causes of the earth- 
quake. 
Many views of Stin Francisco 


were shown as well an "fiiT.il t" linos 
and other interesting views. 
A good 


many of those worn from Southern 
California, and a number were taken 
near Redlands. 
In speaking of tho 


probability 
of a disastrous earth,
